she says she always wanted to 
push me around, she claims. 

The day he attended the fire- 
men’s convention a local con- 
cern caUed him to inquire about 
his convalescence. They were 
amazed to learn he was out of 
bed. 

The Damascus Fire Company 
ambulance took him to Gaith- 
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ersburg. He is financial man- 
ager for the company. 

The right leg was factured at 
the knee and is expected to heal 
first, he said. The other leg 
broke at the ankle. One bone 
of that leg snapped lengthways 
and another bone shattered in 


the fall through the roof of his 
Fredrick firm. 

At his age the bonesc knit 
slowly, something he says Dr. 
Pilgrim told him. 

“He told me that, and I 
thought I was a boy,” he com- 
ments with a laugh.
